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KILLS FAMILY WITH AXE.

A Shelburne, Ont., despatch stye: 
Wednesday night all the members of the 
family of James Coulter, lot 19, conces¬ 
sion 8, north-east of the Toronto and 
Sydenham road, Melancthon Township, 
were alive and in their usual health; 
Thursday the only one left is a married 
daughter, who lived several lots away 
from the homestead, Coulter having 
murdered his wife, his fourteen-y ear-old 
daughter, and his seven-year-old son, 
and afterwards suicided. 

The deed appears to have been com¬ 
mitted shortly after dinner. Coulter 
had a load of oats at the bam door 
ready to start for Melancthon Station. 
What caused him to change his mind 
and turn instead to his terrible deed :>f 
blood is, of course, not known, but it 
was in the bam that he commenced his 
frenzied work by killing his son with un 
axe. He then proceeded 1o the house, 
secured a revolver, and shot his wife 
and daughter, afterwards setting fire lo 
the bedding, apparently determined to 
cover the traces of his crime before he 
shot himself. 

SAW SMOKE COMING OUT. 

A neighbor passing by on the road 
had his attention attracted by the smoke, 
and on entering the house found Coulter 
face downward on the floor. Further 
investigation brought to light the other 
horrifying details. A doctor was imme¬ 
diately summonded from Homings 
Mills, but could do nothing for any of 
the unfortunate victims, Coulter and Us 
wife being dead when the doctor ar¬ 
rived, and the boy and girl passing 
away without regaining consciousness. 

The deceased’s half-brother, who lives 
in the same neighborhood, when inter¬ 
viewed, could think of no possible ex¬ 
planation for his brother’s terrible act, 
other than a possible worrying and 
brooding over the recent sale of his 
farm and the purchase of another prop¬ 
erly.

As a result of an experiment in 
feeding hay with and without gTain 
to calves the Nebraska experiment 
station has arrived at the conclusion 
that the cost of producing gnins in 
calves is least when considerat la 
grain is fed along with hay. The re¬ 
sults of an experiment conducted 
during the preceding winter also in¬ 
dicated that the feeding of grain wa9 
prolitable from the viewpoint of econ¬ 
omical production. For the entire 
year, with no grain during the sum¬ 
mer while on grass, the results would 
go to show' that a moderate grain 
ration in winter, not more than one 
third a full feed along with hay, is 
most economical.

Justice Chile’s Opinion of the Toronto 
Plumbers’ Bonuses.

Here they adopt a system of 
misrepresentation and fraud in order 
to induce persons inviting tenders to 
believe that the tenders were reasonable 
ami fair when for at least two or three 
years it was admitted that not cue 
single honest tender had come from 
this association.”

WORLD’S IVORY SUPPLY. 

Comes From Torrid Africa and the 
Frozen North. 

More ivory is sold each year in 
London than would be produced if all 
the elcphautB in the world were kill¬ 
ed—not only those in Africa, but in 
Asia also—and it is lucky, not only 
for the elephants but the deale.s 
also, that other sources ok supply 
are open besides tusks obtained from 
living elephants. 

True, a largo proportion of the 
ivory supply comes from Africa, bat 
this is obtained mainly from the 
vast stores which have been laid up 
for generations past by native chiefs 
The natives also know where the so- 
called elephant cemeteries are—for 
elephants always go to certain places 
to die—and there they find great 
numbers of tusks. 

Our second most important source 
of ivory is, strangely enough, the 
far Arctic. Once tho north of Siber¬ 
ia had a milder climate than now. 
and over it ranged great herds of the 
woolly mammoth. 

Moro than g century ago the first 
of their tusks wore brought from Si 
beriar to Europe. They had been 
found projecting from a muddy river 
bank. To-day the trade is a consid¬ 
erable one, and the best tusks are 
found in the frozen islands in the 
Arctic Ocean to the north of Siber¬ 
ia. This fossil ivory is of fine weight 
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Vtal la doing ta in tha Hlgt* 
lauds ud Lowland* of 
Auld ®«>tia.

DEATH nOLL OF THE SEA. 

Some Greut Calamities of the Past 
Twenty-five Years. 

A British Blue Book Just published 
furnishes some returns as to the loss 
of human life through wrecks and 
casualties to British ships. 

During the 125 years ending June, 
1904, 39,479 persons thus met with 
theii deaths, of whom about fi,000 
wero passengers. 

Tho return recalls some terrib’e 
calamities at sea. In 1901-2 the 
steamship Camurtn. of Glasgow, 
while on a voyage* from Calingapa- 
tam to Rangoon, went down with a 
crow of 82 hands (including 73 Lar- 
cars) and 055 native passengers. Ip 
1895-0 247 lives were lost through 
the wreck of the liner Drummond 
Castle, and 277 through the stinking 
of the On Wo, of London, iu a col¬ 
lision. In the previous year 1,150 
Chinese soldiers were drowned by 
the sinking of the Kow Shing, of 
London.

Mr. Eden-Zeller Believes That It Will 
he the World’s Great Producer. 

“West Siberia will be the America 
of the future. In spite of the adverse 
conditions wideawake people of fore¬ 
sight will settle and encourage settle¬ 
ment in that purt of the country and 
its great advantage will soon be f sit j 
.and appreciated.” 

This is the prediction of Oscar Kd- 
en-Zeller, who recently returned from ; 
un exploring tour of west, eust und I 
north Siberia, extending through a i 
year and a half, lie bases his asser- 1 
lion upon the \ast extent of Siberia, i 
the adaptability of west Siberia for ! 
grain raising and the great practical- | 
ly untouched mineral deposits of east j 
and north Siberia. 

"West. Siberia promises to become 
the grain belt, of the world,” Mr. j 
Eden-Zeller says. "The land is su t-! 
ed for grain raising and because of j 
its vast acreage it will ultimately 
produce grain for all nations. 

"Of course, for the time being, only 
tho rich tracts of land situated on 
both sides of the greul Siberian 
railroad will be considered by set¬ 
tlors. It is a splendid tableland, 
awaiting only the thrifty farmer to 
bring it into prominence. 

"At ihe beginning of September. 
Inst, yeur. 1 arrived in Yukutsk, the 
most important town in northeast 
Siberia and the principal head¬ 
quarters of the northern fur trade. 
It is also the most northern tele¬ 
graph station in the world, siluat.:ii 
at 02 degrees north lutitude. The 
place at the time oi my arrival con¬ 
tained SOU Russian political prison¬ 
ers. 

"The steumers on the River Lena 
run from May to September und dur 
ing that time of the year things are 
very lively in Yakutsk. But in the 
winter months everything is very 
quiet indeed. 'The only hotel in the 
place wus sold at auction while 1 
was there and institutions oi thut. 
kind are seemingly out of place in 
Yakutsk. 

"From Yakutsk I went to Wercho- 
jausk, the coldest town in the world.

BREED AS A FACTOR IN FEED¬ 
ING ANIMALS. 

Nearly every farmer who feeds stock 
bas his favorite breeds, and is firmly 
convinced that certain breed* ere more 
profitable to feed then others. While 
there is little doubt that some breeds of 
stock arc better adapted to certain con¬ 
ditions of climate, eyetem* of mana¬ 
gement, and enviroment than others, it 
is a significant fact that when differ¬ 
ent breeds of flesh producing animals 
have been fed side by side under the 
6ame conditions, no constant difference 
in favor of any one breed has been dis¬ 
covered, so far as ability to make econ-. 
omical gains is concerned. Even in 
such extreme cases as where suers 
possessing considerable dairy blood, 
have been fed in comparison with steers 
of the purely betf breeds no marked 
advantage of economy of gains on the 
beef breeds has been found to exist. 
Such a statement seems almost incred- 
itable yet investigators have never been 
able to show that cattle of the beef 
breids produce fl-jsh more cheaply 
than those of other breeds. It is only 
when it comes to marketing the cattle 
1 that the difference between the differ- 
! ent classes becomes apparent, the beef 
_ breeds producing much superior beef 
— i and consequently selling for a much 
higher price per pound, 
i Comparisons of the breeds of sheep 
i have not been very fully worked out, 

I but, so far as they have gone, the in 
j dications are that the same rule practi¬ 
cally bolds true. 

In swine the most entensive experi¬ 
ments with breeds have been conducted 
by the Ontario Agricultural College

their ability to turn food Into flesh, 
how is it that some one breed did not 
maintain a position at or near the top 
of the list throughout these experi¬ 
ments ? There is only one logical 
answer to thin question, and that is, 
breed is not a factor in influencing the 
economy of production, Further, 
there is only one way of accounting for 
the variations which occurred in each 
experiment, and that is on the ground 
of the the individuality of the animals 
There is little doubt, therefore, that 
animals possessing good constitu¬ 
tion and quality will make economical 
use of thoir food, no matter what 
brepd they may belong to. 

When it comes to the question of 
marketing, we find that, as in the case 
of cattle, there is a marked variation 
in tho kind of meat furnished by some 
breeds as compared with others. The 
carcasses from swine used in the On¬ 
tario experiment were sent to the 
slaughter house and critically compar¬ 
ed by experts, and the following tables 
show tho breeds arranged in order of 
their suitability for the manufacture of 
bacon for tho English market.

The Berk¬ 
shire, it will be noted, holds a sort of 
intermediate place between the bacon 
and fat type. Though unsuitable on 
the wkoh) for making the best Wilt¬ 
shire sides, it tfte same time it comes 
nearer to meeting tlw requirements of 
the packer thau the three A mt ‘ r * can 
breeds.

WASHING CLOCK FACES. 


Some Tliucpleeon Grow Soiled More 
Gnicklr Tltnn Other*. 

“I’ve been washing the faces of tlio 
city clocks nigh on to ten years, I 
guess,” said a pleasant Scotch-Irisli- 
American, “and before that l did it; in 
the old country. There aren't many face 
washers in this land, and tlio few who 
know the business do well at it.” lie 
looked prosperous In his tweod suit and 
derby hat. 

“Is your work anything like that of 
the steeple climber?” ho was asked. 

“Bless you, no,” he replied, with 
twinkling eye, much amused, “only in 
one tiling, and that is that mostly sail¬ 
ors take up with the trade. That's be¬ 
cause we're good climbers, you know. 
I've .washed the faces of city and 
chinch clocks that were 180 feet from 
the ground, and It took mo two and 
three weeks to do It. I'm a practical 
clock repairer, too—have to be, you 
know—and do my work in a huge 
wooden eradlo made for the purpose. 
Some clocks get their faces dirty in a 
year or so; others remain clean ten 
years, and so on. OJd Ben, Westmin¬ 
ster’s great clock, is expected to keep 
clean fifteen years. 

“In the old days the trade was more 
dangerous. We used to work from 
scaffolds and got many dangerous 
fulls. Now \yo have the cradles and all 
the fixings and comforts, and if a man 
keeps his head lie can work as well as 
on the curb, llow is tlio pay? Well, 
thut’s hard to figure, for wo work by 
the Job. We don't clean clock faces hi 
winter, so we make enough In the 
summer to last the year round. Of 
course sometimes the clocks are taken 
out of their cases and repaired in the 
shops. Last year I cleared $11,000 and 
visited only two other cities, Chicago 
and Boston. This year I'll make more, 
bocause building operations iiuvo grim¬ 
ed the clocks and given our trado a 
lift.”

Prices For Butterflies. 

Butterfly collectors are seldom able 
to estimate with any confidence the 
value of their collections, since the 
prices for specimens so constantly va¬ 
ry. A case in point Is that of tlio blue 
butterfly of Brazil, specimens of which 
wero originally sold for from $50 to 
$75. Afterward some collectors who 
supplied the London market ran Into a 
perfect swarm of these butterflies and 
shipped to England such quantities 
tliut better specimens than tho original 
Insects sold for $1 each. It not lnfre- j 
quently happens that two or three 1 
specimens of a certain family are dis¬ 
covered by collectors, who, encouraged 
by tho high prices received for their 
finds, are tempted to prosecute their 
search for this particular variety with¬ 
out result for several years. Suddenly 
they or somo other collector finds tho 
Insects grown plentiful, and tlio cher¬ 
ished varieties of the cabinet become 
among tlio commonest specimens. 


Sociable Spider*. 

Spiders havo been observed in Ma¬ 
dras which live in a sponge-like nest of 
brandling network, penetrated inter¬ 
nally by canals of communication and 
furnished with a nurifber of external 
apertures. The nests, which may be at¬ 
tached either to the tips of branches or 
to leaves of the prickly pear, are ashy I 


gray in color and constructed of leaves,! 
with an external covering of the usual j 
sticky threads. The spiders are similar ; 
in color to their nests. Their incon- ; 
spicuous, sheet-11 ko webs radiate in nil; 
directions, and as many as live or six i 
nests, connected by intermediate webs, 1 
may he found on a single plant. Tho 
connecting webs, which are very 
strong, often form tubular bridges be- j 
tween the nests. From forty to u bun* | 
dred spiders may ho found in a slnglo 1 
nosi, and males and females inhabit | 
tlio same nest in the proportion of j 
about seven to one.

In history 
it is recorded as being the scene of one 
of the fiercest conflicts of the civil war, ^ 
but to U 10 people who know the origin ^ 
of the name it Is a monument to the 
memory of a band of devoted, self sac- 
rillcing Christian men who, braving 
the hardships of emigration not for the 
love of gain, but to help their fellow 
men, built the Brninnrd mission on the 
picturesque heights known by the name t 
of Missionary ridge. 

It was In 1817 that the Rev. Cyrua 
Kingsbury, Ainsworth F. Blunt and 
the Rev. John Yuli Urst viewed the site 
of their mission. They were went here 
by the American board of commission¬ 
ers for foreign missions, and the same 
board bad provided for tho erection of 
u mission, Including school buildings 
and a home for the missionaries. But 
the contractors failed In their contract, 
and the missionaries were left without 
money and without even n shelter. But 
by energetic efforts they created a mis¬ 
sion school and built a mill qn the 
banks of Chlckamauga creek. Tlio mill j 
race, nearly a mile long, Is Htlll visible. 
The mill was purchased by Philamon 
Bird in 1852. He tore down tho small 
structure and built what is now known 
as Bird’s mill. 

On May 27, 1819, the president of the 
United States, James Monroe, appeared 
at the door of the mission u 11 a 11 no 11 need. 

Ho was accompanied by General 
Gaines. Although surprised by his vis¬ 
it, the missionaries were ready to re¬ 
ceive him, and he complimented them 
on their work and In glowing terms r 
praised the beautiful location of the 
mission. The Brainard mission was 
used until the Indians left. It did an 
Immense amount of good, and at one 
time there were more than 500 Indian 
children being taught beneath Its roof. 
The Lord’s supper was observed for 
the last time on Aug. 19, 1838. 

In the old mission cemetery east of 
tho ridge, overgrown with weeds and 
forgotten by almost everybody, is 0 
little monument on whieh are the fol¬ 
lowing words: 

“Hero lie the remains of Samuel 
Worcester, D. D., pastor of tho Tabor- 
naclo church, Salem, Mass., first secre¬ 
tary of the American board of commis¬ 
sioners for foreign missions. Born 
1770; died June 7, 1821.”

PERIL IN FLANNELETTE. 

Deaths by ^Burning in London At¬ 
tracts Attention. 

The British Home Office authorities 
are collecting ‘statistics as to tte 
number of deaths caused by the wear¬ 
ing of flannelette clothing, with u 
view to legislation on the subject. 

Wynne Baxter, East London coron¬ 
er, made this announcment at un in¬ 
quest concerning the death Tof Bora 
Zullo, the wife of an artist. She wns 
combing her hair in front of the Are 
when her llunnelette dressing gown 
was s**t ulight, and she died from her 
injuries. 

The coroner, after mentioning the 
official action which wns being taken, 
commented on the peril arising from 
the w a ring of flannelette, and said 
the number of fatal cases seemed to 
be on the increase. 

A similar cause of deuth was also 
Investigated by the Preston coroner, 
a child, three years old, dying owing 
to injuries received by her flunnelet*.* 
night dress catching lire. 

‘•There is not an atom of flannel in 
flannelette," remarked the coroner. 
“Flannelette is merely a name, and 
the material is all cotton. It is n 
good deul more dangerous than flan¬ 
nel or ordinary cotton cloth."

turkeys. 

The well fattened plump turkeys 
always command top price and as 
prices are so high this year it will 
pay well to feed liberally to get all 
the size and development as possible. 
Turkeys that have the range of the 
farm and woods have a better flavor 
and firmer flesh than the corn fed 
fowls kept up in a pen, but liberal 
j feed in the greatest variety of 
wheat, oats, buckwheat, barley and 
corn will give size und plenty of 
fat und lean. 

Un most farms turkeys have the 
run of the fields and may be seen 
industriously picking their living 
ihrough the stubble fields as soon 
as the crops are off. This is the 
treatment in which turkeys delight. 
The fresh air and exercise are good 
for thorn,' and in their ‘perambula¬ 
tions they manage to pick up all the 
grit and green food they require, 
while insects afford them a change of 
diet in the meat line. 'During this 
time, then, until chilly weather 
comes, the birds require but little 
attention supply, suve to see that 
they have a regular supply of water, 
and a feed of meat and milk once 
a duy. 

If they must be housed they 
should be given, us fur as possible, 
these outdoor conditions. The house 
should be clean, light and well ven¬ 
tilated. and supplied with perches 
not more than three feet above the 
floor. Instead of the insects with 
which they have been regaling them¬ 
selves, the birds must now receive 
regulur supplies of fresh-boiled meat 
or liver finely chopped, and instead 
of the green things in the fields, they 
must be given finely chopped cab¬ 
bage, or some similar vegetable. 
The standard food, meanwhile, 
should consist of mixtures of meal 
and boiled vegetables or roots, each 
morning, with a feed of hard corn 
at night. Pure water and plenty of 
coarse grit should, of course, be 
before the birds constantly. 

For the last flve weeks before the 
turkeys are killed they should Ik* 
confined to the house. For their 
treatment during this period, wo 
quote from Journnl No. 2, issued by 
the Bepartnwnt of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland: 
For finishing purposes, the most 
suitable foods are finely ground 
oats, wheat meal or barley meal, 
with an addition of a little corn 
rncal and cooked potatoes. This 
mixture should if possible be pre¬ 
pared with skim or separated milk, 
or buttermilk, instead of water, and 
must be given while warm. The 
birds should then, lx* removed. 
Wheat, oats, barley or corn may be 
given for tin* afternoon feed. With 
such feeding the birds will increase 
rapidly in weight, and the quantity 
of the flesh will be good."

Draconic Sentence Imposed oa 
Two Soldiers. 

A draconic sentence has been pass¬ 
ed by a court-martial sitting at Cob¬ 
lenz. Germany, on two riflemen, who, 
dressed in civilian clothes, the better 
to avoid recognition, had slipped out 
of their quarters und, under cover of 
darkness, gone to a village restaur¬ 
ant, whore they knew would find a 
certain non-commissioiiod officer, 
against whom they bore u grudge. 
Seeing hint sitling inside, they threw 
a ,stoneware pitcher and a piece of 
wood through the window nt him, 
though without doing uny injury. 

The court-martial found the accus¬ 
ed guilty of participation in a mili¬ 
tary revolt, and sentenced one to six 
years’ imprisonment, and degradation 
and tho other to five years’ hard 
labor, expulsion from the army an! 
five years' loss of all civil rights. No 
allowance was made for the eleven 
months ,he men had been in custody 
awaiting trial. 

Tho sentence has created great n»- 
tonislunent, and is compared with 
' tho clemency so frequently shown by 
j courts-martial to non-commissioned 
I officers proved guilty of treating prl« 
j vates with gross brutaility.

WHERE THE 'DANGER LIES. 

I With these preliminaries in mind, 
perhaps a better understanding can 
be gained of what is to follow in a 
frank attempt to explain tho danger 
to the unbroken peace of the United 
States and Germany that lurks be¬ 
hind Germany's aggressive commer¬ 
cial policy.

upon congress this winter by insist¬ 
ing that some substantial tariff con¬ 
cessions bo made to Germany at as 
early a date as practicable—at a 
date that will circumvent tho dan¬ 
ger that is sure to ensue if the kai¬ 
ser enforces rigidly against imports 
from thc United States tho retalia¬ 
tory prohibitive tariff provided for 
in Germany's latest tariff law, which 
is scheduled to go into effect next 
March. 

j With a stand-pat congress to op¬ 
pose him obstinately in this under¬ 
taking, it cannot now be foreseen 
how Mr. Root can hope to secure 
the tariff concessions to Germany in 
behalf of America’s growing trade 
with that, country to which he has 
pledged himself. It may be that he 
intends, ns a dernier ressort, to 
make such a showing of necessitous 
conditions that Speaker Canon and 
his committee on rules and the cot¬ 
erie of stand-pat members of the 
senate, headed by Mr. Aldrich, will 
yield. 

CAUSE OF FRICTION. 

| It is said that Mr. Root is pre¬ 
pared to show them that unless we 
make advances to Germany in 
tnrill matters we will not only be 
! deprived of thc bulk of a trade 
which is second only to that of 
Great Britain among our foreign 
customers, but that we will also 
add to the cuuses of friction that 
are constantly irritating the rela¬ 
tions between the two countries. It 
is believed that when a full exhibit 
of the conditions aetual and threat¬ 
ened. is made, the -hole country 
will be so aroused that “standput- 
tism" will have to give way, so far 
at least, as Germany is concerned. 

But the turill, while probably thc 
most potent in tho strictly economic 
factors that are operating to cause 
u lamentable breach in the relations 
of the two countries, is not the one 
that is most conspicuous in the dis¬ 
cussion of this subject in Washing¬ 
ton. What is most -alked about 
here, quietly, but none the less per¬ 
sistently. is Germany's dogged and 
determined effort to gain and hold 
the ascendancy in the trade of Lut- 
in-Aincrica. 

Tho facts in connection with tho 
heavy colonizing of whole provinces 
in the southern half of Brazil by 
Gormans, are too well known to 
need exploitation in detail. From 
the viewpoint of American states¬ 
men, who have even this matter 
careful thought, there would be no 
ground of objection on the part of 
tin* United States to Germans flock¬ 
ing to South America by the mil¬ 
lion, if ir. doing so, they were ab¬ 
sorb’d into tho citizenship of those 
countries as they arc absorbed when 
they come to tho United State's. But 
it is contended th-*t tie German im¬ 
migrant to South America remains 
(a German, with not only ties of af- 
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sion9 against the United States 
quite similar to the Culebrn matter 
might be multiplied indefinitely If it 
were not for the probable danger of 
involving some high government of¬ 
ficials in embarrassing explanations 
to the German embassy. Sufllco 
it to sav that tho relations between 
the two nations have become so ir¬ 
ritated within the last year or two 
that a comparison of the effective 
I fighting strength of the navies of 
j the United States and Germany is a 
i common occurrence, now on tho part 
of officials connected with our navy.

Cyelope ol One Hundred years Ago fo 
be Renewed. 

The lastest fashion in cycling is a 
“cyclopcde" for ladies, says the Lon¬ 
don Daily Mirror. This takes us 
back to the days of the Regency, 
when the "first gentleman of Europe’ 
blandly squandered millions at 
Brighton, and his friends amuse l 
themselves by "hobby-horsing" along 
the front. 

Tho “cylopede," indeed, is exactly 
the old “hobby-horse" with improve¬ 
ments.

RUSSIAN GRAND DUKES 

THE TOTTERI NG HOUSE OF 
THE ROMANOFFS. 

Those Whose Fate Depend Upon 
the Results of the Present 
Disturbances. 

It used to be a favorite pastime of 
the poet Pushkin to pour water into 
a glass of wine until so little wine 
remained that it hardly imparted the 
slightest taste or color to the gob¬ 
let's contents. This was by way of 
showing how little Russian blood re¬ 
mained in the Romanoffs, who have 
since Peter the Great been the reign¬ 
ing family of Russia. 

The Ruriks, when they were driven 
from power, were a pure blooded 
Russian line. Rut intermarriages 
with German wives have nwade the 
imperial family of to-duv almost 
wholly German, by blood if not by 
sympathy. 

It was with Michael Fcodorovitch 
Romanoff, who was succeeded by 
Alexis, that the Romanoffs in 1618 
began to rule Russia. Older Russian 
descendants of the Rurik families 
naturally looked upon them as usur¬ 
pers Prince Peter Dolgoruki d : d 
not hesitate so late ns the time of 
the Czar Nicholas I. to make his 
opinion on thut matter known. 

The Emperor had summoned hint 
from Paris, where he was acting as 
Secretary of the Russian Embassy, 
becauso of a letter he had written 
which did not plcuse the Czar. The 
Princo sent word that he would set d 
his photograph to St. Petersburg in¬ 
stead. With this after he reminded 
his Majesty that his ancestors “were 
Grand Dukes of Moscow when the an¬ 
cestors of the Czar Nicholas were 
nci even Dukes of llolstein-Cottorp. 

THE ROMANOFFS 
are likely to have the distinction of 
being the last dynasty oi absolute 
soveteigns that Russia will know. 
The ruling house that preceded them 
was saved from the necessity oi hav¬ 
ing its wings clipped by the people, 
oven if it did disappear from view 
two centuries and a half earlier with 
its powers und rights unabridged. 

The children of the Czar now num¬ 
ber five. The youngest oi the.»e 
young Romanoffs is Alexis Nicoluie 
vitch, which means, of course, tha 
son of Nicholas. 

This young man, who is heir to the 
throne of all the Russian, is now lit¬ 
tle more than a year old. Rut ho 
is already Hetman of all the Cos 
sack troops in Russia, commander of 
a regiment of the Guard in Finland 
—if that honor still remains to him 
it is rather un empty one now—and 
ho occupies the samo post in throe or 
four other regiments scattered over 
the vast domains of his father from 
St. Petersburg to eastern Siberia. 

It was at his birth that the Nihi'- 
ists declared the Czarina had giver, 
to the Czar another daughter and 
imposed on the people the child of a 
peasant. A revolt of some kind 
might have followed the birth of an¬ 
other daughter to the Czarina, and 
the Nihilists urged that it was to 
prevent such >a disaster that the 
child was taken from a peasant who 
had been smuggled into the palace. 
The story never gained credence and 
the devotion of the Russian people 
to the little heir hus never faltered

A HOSPITAL FOR FISH. 

At tb*> Veterinary High School in 
Vienna an institute, has been opened 
which may be called a hospital for 
sick fish. where their condition in 
health nnd sickness is regularly in¬ 
vestigated by « professor and his 
stall.

sentery, diarrhoea, and so forth aie 
commonly transmitted through con¬ 
taminated water makes it seem ad¬ 
visable to print a word of warning 
regarding the use of domestic water- 
filters. 

Tho most efficient method of purify¬ 
ing contaminated water-supplies on 
a large scale is by means of sand 
filter-beds in which the water perco¬ 
lates very slowly through a layer of 
fine sand several feet in thickness. 
Cities that have installed such plants 
report a great Improvement in tbclr 
health statistics. Knowledge of tho 
danger to be apprehended from th» 
water-supply has become so wide¬ 
spread, however, that domestic filter* 
intended to be used by the Individual 
householder have come into general 
use. 

These are of numerous varieties 
and employ many different substances 
as the filtering medium, such ns 
charcoal, sand, mineral wool, un¬ 
glazed clay or porcelain, and so 
forth. These may appear to be u*v 
ful, owing to their ability to rein *vo 
a certain amount of coloring matter 
and floating materials, but as usually 
employed they fall far short of tho 
necessary degree of efficiency, and 
may even be directly a source of add¬ 
ed danger apart from tho false sense 
of security they inspire. 

Unless such filters are very fre¬ 
quently taken, apart and thoroughly 
cleansed, bncteria are apt to pass 
through freely, and even to multiply 
in the filter itself, so that number 
of germs in the water that is drawn 
off may actually be increased instead 
of diminished. 

There is but ono safe way for thv 
consumer to deal with a doubtful 
water-supply. If enough suspicion 
attaches to tho water to make the 
use of a filter seem desirable. tho 
conditions are such that half-way 
measures are out of place, and onlv 
absolute sterilization can be consid¬ 
ered. F.very drop of such water in¬ 
tended for table use should bo thoi 
oughly boiled. Tho fiat taste oi wa¬ 
ter treated in this way is due to tho 
fact that the dissolved air is expel 1 
cd from it by the heat, but by plac 
ing it in bottles only three-quurte* s> 
full and shaking well, enough ui' 
will be taken up to restore the palo 
tability. The bottles may then be 
placed in the refrigerator to be cool 
ed. for of course the ice is just us 
likely to be bad us the water, and 
there is no use in purifying the wa¬ 
ter if dirty ice is to be put into it.-* 
Youth's Companion.
